His canvases 
j were usually of cabinet size, and most 
j carefully and minutely painted. He 
^massed at one time of his life, a com- 
fortable fortune from his work. Mr. 
Tohnson never married and was some- 
thing of a recluse, but endeared himself 
to the few friends who knew his worth. 
,In 1877 he exhibited his "Housatonic 
, River" -at the Paris Salon, for which 
nnvas he received high praise from the 
French critics. 



An Associated Press cable from Ber- 
lin, says Emperor William began Sat- 
urday last the celebrations in connec- 
tion with the start of his fiftieth year 
by opening in this city a unique ex- 
position arranged in his honor. This 
consists of a loan exhibition of forty 
masterpieces of British art, with a total 
value of $3,500,000, at the Prussian 
Royal Academy of Arts. 

The pictures were brought specially 
from England with the consent of the 
private owners. Among there are J. 
Pierpont Morgan, the Duke of West- 
minster, Charles Wertheimer, Alfred 
Rothschild, Lord Swaythling, William 
Lookett Agnew and Henry Oppenheim. 
The collection comprises masterpieces 
by Romney, Lawrence, Raeburn, Rey- 
nolds, Gainsborough and Hoppner, and 
some of them have never been exhib- 
ited publicly before. 

The exposition was originally ar- 
ranged by Professor Kramf, president, 
of the Royal Academy, and Count Sec- 
kendorff, but it was only when Em- 
peror William himself manifested an 
especial interest in the project that 
some of the owners consented to part 
with their treasures. The Duke of 
Westminster is reported to have de- 
clared : "I have never yet loaned my 
Gainsborough, the celebrated 'Blue 
Boy,' but if Emperor William regards 
my sending it as a compliment I will 
gladly agree." 

When Mr. Morgan's London secre- 
tary was requested to loan Reynold's 
famous painting of Lady Betty Delme 
and her children, he replied that under 
no circumstances could this picture 
leave his custody. Professor Kramf 
then sent a despatch to Mr. Morgan, 
who promptly responded : "I willingly 
consent to my entire collection going to 
Berlin for the benefit of art lovers." 

Detectives are watching the pictures 
night and day, and every precaution 
against frre and damage has been taken. 
The exposition will last a month, and 
during this time the art treasures ex- 
hibited will be protected by insurance 
amounting to $3,750,000. 

The Emperor, whose birthday was 
on Monday, was present at the exhi- 
bition for two hours and looked at each 
one of the forty masterpieces. He then 
said to Professor Kramf that Law- 
rence's portrait of Miss Elizabeth Far- 
ren was, in his opinion, the most per- 
fect work in the collection. This pic- 
ture belongs to Mr. Morgan. The Em- 
peror also greatly admired the "Blue 
Boy." He finally expressed himself as 
"really enchanted with the finest ex- 
hibition that ever has been held in Ber- 
lin." 



NOTED FRENCH ARTIST DEAD f 



Charles Emile Dameron, the land- 
scape painter, died in Paris, Jan. 26. 
He was born in Paris in 1848, and 
studied there under Pelouse. His first 
Salon picture was "The Court of an 
Inn at Cernay-la-Ville," painted in 
1872. Many of his notable pictures 
were of scenes about the lake of Vaux- 
de-Cernay. Three medals were award- 
ed to him in 1878, and two more in 
1882. 

He won another medal at the Centen- 
nial Exposition, held at Philadelphia in 
1876, for his Jandscapes, "The Pvra- 
mids," and "The Oaks of Grand Mou- 
lin."

IN THE ART SCHOOLS. 



The halls, stairways and all available 
spaces of the National Academy are 
covered with posters announcing that 
the masquerade ball and dance will be 
held on Friday night next February 7, 
and that the tickets to Academy stu- 
dents are fifty cents, while to their 
friends and others they are one dollar.

students the first life-drawings and 
studies for the work and give a talk on 
How a mural decoration is executed. 

The Cleveland School of Art is well 
represented at the Academy this sea- 
son for Messrs. Robus, Thayer and 
Hay have joined the classes of the Aca- 
demy and express the opinion "that the 
Academy is just what they looked for 
on coming East." On the other hand 
the Academy is well represented in 
Cleveland by Mitchell Cirker, who is 
engaged doing the entire scenic paint- 
ing for the Colonial Theatre -of that 
city. 

Aladar Blum, a student of the Aca- 
demy and on the Herald art staff, has 
taken ; a studio, where he is doing some 
illustrations. His last ones were re- 
produced in the February number of 
the Metropolitan Magazine. He is 
monitor of the Academy etching class 
and in this work he is very successful. 
The January McClures contains the il- 
lustrations of Harry Mathes, also a 
student of the Academy, who is work- 
ing also for other monthlies. 

It is expected that the League will 
have two or three exhibitions of paint- 
ing's a month by well known artists, 
both those now instructing in the Lea- 
gue, and others. Talks will also be 
given by them on various subjects and 
it is hoped they will be frequent. 

Kenyon Cox has begun his lectures 
on anatomy, to be given every Tues- 
day afternoon. Mr. Cox surprised his 
women's life class last, Friday after- 
noon by 'having them put aside their 
drawings and paintings and go through 
the new ordeal of drawing from mem- 
ory. He arranged the model in a 
graceful yet simple pose, and allowed 
the class to study it for twenty minutes, 
the while calling attention to the most 
important points to be noted. The 
model was then dismissed and they 
committed their impressions to paper 
with good results, which Mr. Cox after- 
wards criticised and corrected. 

Miss Marion Tooker has been ap- 
pointed as member of the board of con- 
trol, to which it is generally expected 
she will prove an efficient addition. She 
is at present working under Luis Mora 
and Kenyon Cox. 

Miss Virginia Brooks, who studied at 
the League last year has been working 
in Paris this winter. She returned 
for Christmas, however, and has paid 
the League several visits. She is de- 
lighted with the schools in Paris and 
will return to Paris next Tuesday. 

A former student of the Art League, 
Harold E. Smith, has a very clever 
article, "In a Habitant Village," with 
seven illustrations also by him in the 
February numbe of Harper's. 

Miss Marion Tooker was recently 
elected a member of the Board of Con- 
trol and it is fully expected she will 
prove a valuable addition. 



Last Monday noon Mr. Fredrick S. 
Lamb, one of the oldest members of 
the League addressed a mass meeting 
of the students. His talk was not long 
but very much to the point. He re- 
hearsed the origin of the League, its 
growth, and its ambitions. Mr. Lamb 
declared that no other school here 
could boast so many different methods 
of instruction, all being remarkably 
good and all (with the exception of 
Kenyon Cox's class) open to any stu- 
dent at any time.

In last week's ART NEWS space 
forbade more than brief notice of the 
general character of the 103rd annual 
display of the Pennsylvania Academy 
in Philadelphia, and mention of the 
prize pictures and a few of the more 
prominent portraits. So large is the 
exhibition that it is impossible, even in 
a second notice, to more than detail a 
few of- the best figure works, land- 
scapes> marines and sculptures shown. 

Good Figure Works. 

Of the first the most striking are un- 
doubtedly Walter McEwens "Broken 
Contract," Henry R. Rittenberg's clev- 
er "The Letters," Winslow Homer's 
familiar "Searchlight-Harbor En- 
trance" from the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, W. Whittemore's decorative and 
charming "Girl in Yellow," William M. 
Paxton's full length standing, nude 
"Glow of gold and gleam of pearl," 
very dexterously handled, and rich in 
color, but too theatrical in effect, W. 
Sergeant Kendall's "Narcissa," a vari- 
ation of his subject at the Winter Aca- 
demy, clever, well drawn, and painted 
with much sympathy, Eugene Paul Ull- 
man's "Child at Play^' excellent in 
technique and expression, but some- 
what muddy in color, and Louis Loeb's 
well known "The Summit." 

Also to be noticed are Hugh H. 
Breckenridge's "Blue and Gold," well 
composed and . clever in arrangement, 
but too hot in color, the light that 
falls on the figure from outside sug- 
gesting a conflagration nearby. There 
are good light effect and feeling for 
outdoors in Lillian Gf^th's "The Vine" 

aur- 
is a 
clever and decorative'interior. George 
Bellows in his "Stag at Sharkey's" and 
"Forty-two Kids" strikes a strong note. 
These two works greatly enhance his 
reputation as a figure painter of un- 
usual strength. In the "Shining Gown" 
which won for him the Walter Lippin- 
cott prize, James R. Hopkins shows 
technical ability and'fine sense of color. 
Louise Cox sends two charming 
studies of childhood in the "Persian 
Kitten" and "Breakfast" the "Girl with 
Veil" of Frank Benson's, is well known 
and good again to see, as is also his 
"Girl in Pink," both with lovely sun- 
light effect, and in his "Girls of Hol- 
land" Manuel Barthold shows notable 
power of composition. 



The seventh annual meeting of the 
Council of Supervisors of the Manual 
Arts will be held in New York, Febru- 
ary 7 and 8. Friday's session and that 
of Saturday afternoon will be at the 
School of Pedagogy, of the New York 
University, on Washington Square, and 
the Saturday afternoon session will be 
at the Hebrew Technical Institute, 34 
Stuyvesant Place. The Council pub- 
lishes a Year Book, and the articles 
therein form the basis of the discus- 
sions. 



Old and New Pictures. 
T. W. Dewing's "Lady with Macaw" 
is too well known , to describe, as are 
also Howard Cushing's "Girl with Par- 
rot" and "Hide, and Seek," and Childe 
Hassam's "Leda." Elizabeth Spar- 
hawk-Jones repeats in "Nursemaids" 
the strong; note which won for her the 
Smith prize""iri^"K611er Skates." She is 
a newcomer in art ranks and to be 
watched. J. Mortimer Lichtenauer 
sends a charmingly refined and decora- 
tive canvas in "See-Saw," and Henry 
Salem Hubbell a good composition 
group in "Lorette." Robert MacCam- 
eron's large canvas, "The Last Supper," 
is well composed and painted, but why? 
H. O. Tanner's characteristic "Nicode- 
mus," Susan Watkins' clever interior 
with figure, "La Visite" and Jean Mc- 
Lane Johansen's "A Visitor," must be 
mentioned. To Joseph De Camp's "Girl 
with Book," Tohn Johansen's "Pre- 
lude," George De Forest Brush's early 
and strong if well known "Moose 
Chase," Thomas R. Anshutz's "Green 
Gown," Henry Oliver Walker's "Por- 



trait of Brother and Sister," Robert 
Henri's "Spanish Dancer," Everett 
Shinn's "Before the Footlights" and 
Alice Mumford Roberts, "Roman 
Scarf" mention must also be given. 

Landscapes and Marines. 

One naturally expects even in an 
American Salon, to find landscapes and 
marines in the majority, and the pres- 
ent display, while it has more of these 
is more nearly balanced than usual be- 
tween them and figure works and por- 
traits. Mention was made last week 
of the excellence and effectiveness of 
the so-called Impressionistic Room 
with its examples of Tarbell, Benson, 
Weir, Metcalf, Reid, Hassam, Twacht- 
rnann/ Ybiiiig/and "the less well known, 
Spear, Sheeler, Lawson, Walter, Brew- 
ster, Weill and Garber. A landscape 
by Luis Mora, "A Still Cold Day," who 
rarely paints anything but the figure, in 
this room, deserves notice from its sen- 
timent and tonal quality. The new 
note in landscape in the display is 
struck by Rockwell Kent, who sends 
two of his Maine coast scenes, as strong 
almost as Winslow Homer, and similar 
in motive and treatment. This painter 
is making rapid strides. 

Albert L. Groll is to the fore with 
three Arizona landscapes, one, "The 
Enchanted Mesa," a large and virile 
rendering of a mysterious table rock 
rising from a plain, of which the artist 
has caught the subtle wierd mystery 
and power. It is one of the strongest 
products of his able brush. Ben Fos- 
ter's "In the Pines," a fine forest in- 
terior; Colin Campbell's "Pittsburg" 
and "Old Church at Abbeville," in his 
usual accustomed able vein ;. Birge Har- 
rison's "View of Quebec From the Riv- 
er;" Lionel Walden's rich colored 
"Mediterranean ;" Paxil' Dougherty's 
"Blue .Gale," the- strongest marine by 
an American painter h\ some years; 
Frederick Ballard Williams, "The 
Gorge," deep and rich in color quality; 
W. Elmer Schofield's "Winter in Pic- 
ardy ;" Edward W. Redfield's two Cen- 
ter Bridge canvases, beautifully clear 
aired and strong — but do, Mr. Redfield, 
please give us something else than Cen- 
ter Bridge landscapes — F. J. Waugh's 
fine marine, "Coast at St. Ives— Corn- 
wall;" William M. Sartain's "Marsh 
Pool;" George Elmer Browne's "Sar- 
dine Boats," rich in color and deep in 
feeling; Bruce Crane's "Village;" Al- 
len Tucker's "Beyond Mendham," and 
Charles Rosen's. "Before Sunset," all 
call for notice and too loudly to be un- 

eard. 

There are also superior examples sent 
by Carroll S. Tyson, Jr., Charles Mor- 
ris Young, Paul Cornoyer, Hermann 
Dudley Murphy, Leonard Ochtman, 
W. Granville Smith, Charles Warren 
Eaton, J. Frencis Murphy, A. T. Van 
Laer and others. 

The Sculpture Display. 

The sculptures are not as good as a 
whole as the pictures. There are few 
lewcomers, and these are not strikingly 
represented. Philadelphia has always 
been well to the front in sculpture, and 
such men as Charles Grafly, Andrew 
O'Connor and A. Stirling Calder are, of 
course, well represented. The score or 
more examples of the work of the late 
Edward Kemeys would seem to be the 
feature of the sculpture show. "The 
American Barye" he has been called, 
and with reason. These animal studies 
reveal new strength, knowledge and 
sympathy. 

It is to be regretted that the exhibi- 
tion in its entirety could not be trans- 
ferred to New York. It might induce 
s<pme thinking here.

ber of pictures sold by the Albright 
Gallery last year — some sixty-seven — 
the resultant gain of prestige and in- 
come by the gallery, and the benefit its 
work has been to the artists. Director 
Kurtz proceeds to argue that the prac- 
tice of museums and gaheries charging 
commission on sales of art works from 
their exhibitions is followed by the 
Chicago Institute, the St. Louis Mu- 
seum, the Pennsylvania Academy, the 
Corcoran Gallery, Carnegie Institute, 
etc. We doubt this, as we know the 
Corcoran Gallery of Washington does 
not impose this charge on artist ex- 
hibitors, but if the remaining institu- 
tions do make such charge, they cer- 
ainly do not injure the business of 
dealers visiting their cities by the giv- 
ing of opinions, with or without pay, 
on art works offered for sale in such 
cities by said dealers to outside parties. 
We fully agree with Mr. Kurtz that 
the exhibitions neld at the Albright 
Gallery, and which he has ably organ- 
zed, have been and are of benefit to 
Buffalo and its people and we would 
not wish to detract for one moment 
from the good work he has done in 
Buffalo.

DIRECTOR KURTZ'S DEFENSE. 



In his February Academy Notes, Di- 
rector . Charles M. Kurtz, of the Al- 
bright Gallery, of Buffalo, defends him- 
self at length from recent criticisms as 
to his management of that public in- 
stitution. He evades the question as 
to the propriety of a director of a pub- 
lic institution giving opinions for or 
without pay, on art works 'offered for 
sale by dealers to parties outside the 
Museum, while his institution is in- 
terested in getting commissions on the 
sale of pictures, it exhibits; attacks 
vaguely and by indirection, other than 
in his opinion "reputable dealers who 
have brought" other than in his opinion 
"creditable art works to Buffalo," "wel- 
comes reputable dealers to the city, 
etc." He rehearses at length the num- 



While we have been in sympathy 
with the movement to abolish the tar- 
ff on art, we are convinced from cer- 
tain recent developments and some 
quiet investigation on our own behalf 
at Washington, that there is little or 
no chance of any such abolishment at 
this or probably the next Congress. The 
Free Art League, of Boston, which has 
been carrying on an Academic cam- 
paign for the abolishment of the tariff 
for three years past, has not been able, 
as far as we can learn, to make any 
positive progress toward the desired 
end, and is not likely to do so, as at 
present conducted or managed. 

After the investigation above alluded 
to, and careful thought, we are of the 
opinion that the best interests of art 
in America will be the more quickly 
conserved by the framing of a bill to 
3e presented to Congress and at once, 
stipulating for a specific duty of $100 
on all pictures painted within the past 
hundred years. We are informed that 
such a bill would meet with favor, even 
with those legislators who have been 
most opposed to the abolition of the 
art duty. Such a duty would keep out 
what is called art trash, would not pre- 
vent the importation of a single good 
picture, and would obviate the objec- 
tion to a fifty-year provision, which, as 
was last year pointed out, would tax the 
later but not the earlier works of Corot, 
for example. 



Pictures, furniture, porcelains and 
bibelots secured from the Kann collec- 
tion by Mrs. Collis P. Huntington and 
her son Mr. Archer Huntington, are 
described and discussed in the current 
number of the Burlington Magazine. 

As already noted in the ART NEWS, 
Mrs. Huntington has secured the fam- 
ous Rembrandt, "The Savant," two 
Franz Hals and a number of early 
French pictures from the Kann house. 
The Burlington writer states that she 
has also become the possessor of a "Vir- 
gin and Child," by Roger de la Pas- 
ture, said by Dr. Bode, of Berlin, to 
belong to the best period, of that mas- 
ter of the Tournai school. The two 
fine examples of Franz Hals which will 
now come into Mrs. Huntington's col- 
lection are the brilliant portrait of the 
young dandy with an , awful name, 
Koeijmanzoon van Amblasserdam, and 
of an unknown woman. Both canvas- 
es are exceptionally fine and charac- 
teristic examples. 

It appears that Mrs. Huntington has 
obtained more than one Rembrandt 
from the Kann house, and the second 
is a portrait of that Heindricje Stoffels, 
vhose presentment, also by Rembrandt, 
in earlier life, and another of the same 
sitter grown a little older, hang re- 
spectively in the Louvre and the Kaiser 
Frederick Museum in Berlin. This 
portrait, now owned by Mrs. Hunting- 
ton, was painted only two years before 
the sitter's death, and is described by 
the Burlington writer as "pathetic." 

It appears that Mr. Archer Hunting- 
ton secured three Spanish portraits of 
unusual excellence. These are one of 
a. little girl, supposed to be»the eldest 
of the painter's granddaughters, by 
Velasquez, one of the celebrated Tore- 
adp.rJgejlro, .Romero £>y Goya, and jone 
of the Cardinal Don Fernando Nino de 
Guevera by El Greco. 

Of the furniture purchased by Mrs. 
Huntington the Burlington writer 
says : 

"To give such a collection of pieces 
their appropriate literary setting would 
entail something in the nature of a 
regular treatise on French decorative 
art in the eighteenth century." It con- 
tains some pieces of severe Chinese 
porcelain transferred into sumptuous 
flamboyance by mounts of gilded 
bronze. One magnificent piece is a 
clock, with a revolving dial in Chinese 
mottled blue celadon, mounted at the 
end of the reign of Louis XV., in 
chased and gilt bronze. The pedestal 
is in blue turquin marble. Another 
Chinese porcelain vase in ancient 

Paul Codrington in the The World 
of London says: 

"The selection made for Burlington 
House from the treasure of the £1,- 
000,000 art deal is disappointing. True 
enough, there are the two wings from 
Gerard David's triptych, which were 
once in Lord Ashburnham's collection ; 
and that rare thing which one is not 
accustomed to find outside a national 
museum, an authentic Paul Potter; 
there is a magnificent view of the flat 
country near Haarlem in the alternat- 
ing light and shadow of heavy fleeting 
clouds by J. van Ruysdael, and a fresh, 
loosely handled portrait of Chardin by 
Fragonard, not to speak of the very 
important examples of Herrimet de 
Bles and Quentin Matsys, and the Jan 
Provost, which has no sort of attract 
tiveness save for the student. But 
where are all the Rembrandts and 
Frans Hals, the Vermeers, and Ter- 
borchs, and Jan Steens? I fear, few of 
these gems will reach England — the 
long purse of the American collector 
is ever ready to exchange its contents 
for the best that has been produced by 
the art of Europe." 



MUSEUM TURNERS UNTOUCHED. 



Editor American Art News: 

Dear Sir: If I am not much mistaken a 
museum like the New York Metropolitan 
Museum of Art is supported largely for the 
purpose of giving to the masses an art edu- 
cation, and all the paintings, pieces of statu- 
ary, and various collections on exhibition 
there are intrusted- to the care of the mu- 
seum officials. This conceded, one might 
suppose that said officials would do all with- 
in their power to take proper care of these 
treasures and keep them in a condition be- 
yond all criticism. 

This does not seem to be the policy of the 
museum in question. A short while ago a 
landscape painter of reputation asked me 
if I had noticed that the four Turners — since 
they had been rehung — had absolutely been 
spoiled by a cleaning process to which they 
had recently been submitted. I thought the 
statement exaggerated,' and) went to see with 
my own eyes. But it was onlv too true. 
The pictures have been cleaned so thor- 
oughly that their greatest charm is lost. The 
blurred, indefinite, dream-like character, the 
ghostly and mystic qualities peculiar to 
Turner's art, have been washed away. Turn- 
er's "The Whaler" and "Venice" were two 
of the most valuable specimens the museum 
contained. They have been transformed 
into very ordinary canvases. Turner was a 
careless painter and essentially a surface 
manipulator who, after painting the facts of 
a picture, would treat the surface over and 
over again, with glazes, scumbles, daubs, 
miniature color touches, thin washes, in 
which he would scrawl with the wooden end 
of his brushes. He often applied water 
color over the varnish. It constitutes the 
principal charm of his canvases, as it does 
i of all paintings painted in this manner. If 
such a picture is cleaned it is injured if not 
spoiled. In "The Whaler" whole splashes 
of delicate color have been washed away, 
the sky has become a monotonous black, 
all the murkiness and pent-up fury of tech- 
nique has vanished; and this "Venice" look's 
as new as if it had been- painted yesterday. 

I do not know who is responsible for 
this act of vandalism. This is no reproach 
to any particular person; the party who had 
the matter in charge probably meant well 
enough. But why not consult artists and 
experts? Should a injuseum be conducted in 
such an indifferent manner? Have the of- 
ficials of any museum the right to destroy 
paintings in their charge; to improverish 
an institution; and to deprive the public of 
the beauty of some' of the finest specimens 
of painting that the nineteenth century has 
produced? This is a question which the 
art loving public has to answer.

The portrait exhibition by Miss Rich- 
ardson, iust closed, won a merited suc- 
cess. Her delightful portraits of chil- 
dre nand the more serious ones of her 
older sitters, showed strong, earnest 
work and sympathetic portrayal of 
character. 



AMERICAN ART NEWS. 



LONDON LETTER. 



London, January 21, 1908. 

In art circles here there is the keen- 
est excitement as to the result of next 
week's election of Honorary Foreign 
Academicians. There* are two vacan- 
cies to be filled and sixteen artists have 
been nominated. Nine are painters : 
Carolus-Duran, Dagnan-Bouveret, De- 
taille, Osman Hamdy, J. P. Laurens, 
Leon L'Hermitte, Claude Monet, Giu- 
seppe Monteverdi and Sorolla Y Bas- 
tida. The sculptors are: R. Begas, J. 
A. Dampt, F. Jerace, A. Mercie and 
Rodin; the architects: P. J. H. Cuy- 
pers and J. C. Raschdorff. It is prob- 
able one sculptor may be elected to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Au- 
gustus St. Gaudens, and Rodin has 
powerful support, although in a certain 
section there is great hostility. Among 
the painters Sorolla is a very strong 
•candidate, and outside he has the high- 
est and most distinguished support. 
The only thing against him is his com- 
parative youth — being still in the early 
forties — as compared to other candi- 
dates. The nomination of Monet was 
a sensational surprise and is due to the 
younger and more advanced wing of 
the Academicians. 

The rank of Commander of the Vic- 
torian Order has been conferred On the 
veteran painter, W. P. Frith, R.A. Sir 
Hubert Herkomer and the Chevalier 
de Martino are already commanders 
of this order, and among the ordinary 
members are the sculptor Gilbert and 
the portrait painter Emil Fuchs, now 
'in New York, whose work our King 
greatly esteems. 

A retrospective exhibition of the re- 
ligious and allegorical paintings of the 
late Sir Noel Paton is being held at the 
Dore Galleries. Paton was the leader 
of the Scottish wing of the pre-Raph- 
aelites, and his work has the same deco- 
rative qualities as those of Millais and 
Holman Hunt, while in some respects 
his color is better. Artistically, how- 
ever, he is likely to be remembered 
chiefly for his fine black and white de- 
signs for book illustration, more high- 
ly esteemed by the younger generation 
than his once popular big paintings. 

A marble bust of Bernard Shaw by 
Rodin has been added to the sculpture 
section at the International Society's 
exhibition. 

The death 5 of J. Buxton Knight, 
whose landscape, "Winter Sunshine," 
caused something like a sensation at 
the Academy two years ago, is deeply 
deplored as a grievous loss to British 
landscape art. His magnum opus was 
bought for the Melbourne Gallery by 
Mr. Clausen after it had been strongl} 
recommended for purchase to the Chan- 
trey trustees, but by them refused. A 
retrospective collection of his work will 
be shown this year at the Leicester 
Galleries, where there is now an exhi- 
bition of works by another talented 
landscape painter recently deceased, H. 
G. Moon. Moon, as reticent in his life 
as in his art, is only beginning to be 
known. He was influenced chiefly by 
Corot and his tranquil, limpid land- 
scapes are, as his old school-fellow, T. 
Stirling Lee, says, "full of tone, rich 
and luminous in color, with a rare 
quality of pigment. ,, 

Dublin's new municipal museum of 
modern art at No. 17 Harcourt Street, 
brought into existence by the untiring 
energy and generosity of Mr. Hugh 
P. Lane, the honorary director, will be 
officially opened Monday by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin. 

Messrs. William Marchant & Co. 
have acquired Mr. Henrv Tonk's ex- 
quisite painting, "The Birdcage," re- 
cently exhibited at the New English 



Art Club, and this picture is now on 
view at the Goupil Gallery. In the 
same galleries, 5 Regent Street, in ad- 
dition to Mr. Hanslip Fletcher's draw- 
ings of Oxford and Cambridge, there is 
now being held the sixth annual exhi- 
bition of the Camsix Art Club; the 
leading exhibitors are Bertram Priest- 
man, M. E. Atkins, A. Sterndale Ben^ 
nett, E. A. Lang, Gidley Robinson and 
Gabell Smith. 

The thirteenth annual exhibition of 
the Royal Society of Miniature Paint- 
ers has been opened at the Modern 
Gallery, No. 61 New B01 d Street, 
where Mr. Jardine's water colors of 
Switzerland are also on exhibition. 

An exhibition of French engraved 
portraits and mezzotints by Nanteuil, 
Vailant, etc., opens Monday at Mr. 
Gutekunst's Gallery, No. 16 King 
Street, St. James.' 

An exhibition of pictures by the late 
David Farquharson, A.R.A., will open 
January 23 at Messrs. Tooth's Gal- 
leries, No. 175 New Bond Street. 




PARIS LETTER. 



MODERN DELLA ROBBIA FOUNTAIN 
Owned in England From Birkenhead Pottery Co. 

Visitors to London will remember 
the modern Delia Robbia fountain 
which till recently was the notable 
feature of the courtyard at the Savoy 
Hotel here. Owing to structural altera- 
tions it had to be removed and has now 
been acquired by a well-known north 
country collector who preserves in it 
the finest example of the work of the 
Birkenhead Delia Robbia pottery. Al- 
though this pottery had the support of 
Lord Leighton, Mr. Walter Crane, Wil- 
liam Morris and many other famous 
artists and received the patronage ot 
royalty here and on the continent, it 
was discontinued about two years ago, 
land there is no doubt that examples of 
its pottery will eventually command 
very high prices. 

The design for the beautiful Savoy 
fountain was the work of Mr. J. E. 
Conant, the architect of the Imperial 
Institute, and the decorative plaques 
are from designs by Mr. Harold Rath- 
bone, the pre-Raphaelite artist. 

The deciding vote of the president 
was required to settle the tie over the 
election as an Associate of the Royal 
Academy of Charles Sims, who won 
over a well known architect. Mr. Sims 
is a painter of s?ay fantasies of the sea. 
As one of his pictures was bought eight 
years ago for the Luxembourg, his 
recognition has not been forced arti- 
ficially here. George Clausen, the new 
Academician, is the most resourceful 
lecturer who has been known at Bur- 
lineton House for a generation, as well 
as a landscape painter of marked origi- 
nality, with a qualitv of atmosphere 
unrivalled in England. 



Paris, Jan. 21, 1908. 

Mr. Camille Groult, the well-known 
amateur and picture collector died last 
week at his residence near the Bois de 
Boulogne. His very remarkable col- 
ection will be shortly disposed of, prob- 
ably by auction. It includes a num- 
ber of magnificent paintings by French 
and British artists, of the eighteenth 
century, among others by Wattean, 
Reynolds, Gainsborough, Lawrence. 
Fragonard, Constable and a series well 
nigh unique of Turners. According to 
experts the collection is . worth about 
$4,000,000. 

Mr. Groult was jealously fond of his 
art treasures. Not every one was al- 
lowed in his gallery. It was a favor 
which only a few privileged persons 
ever enjoyed and -was very difficult to 
obtain. It is recorded that when asked 
once to lend some of his pictures to an 
exhibition, Mr. Groult declared that he 
could no more bring himself to do such 
a thing than an Oriental would allow 
the beauties of his harem to be exhibit- 
ed on behalf of a charity. 

The Cercle Volney is giving its year- 
ly exhibition, the catalogue of which in- 
cludes some 180 pictures and forty 
sculptures. Most of the paintings 
shown are landscapes with a few por- 
traits. Among the best productions, a 
mention is due to "The Coast Guards' 
Path," by Tattegrain, a powerfully 
treated study of the sea shore in Picar- 
dy, also to a "Setting Sun effect on a 
pond,!' by Paul Buffet, a picture in 
which the artist plays with lights in a 
wonderful manner. Leandre has given 
a remarkable portrait of an aged wo- 
man. It is probably the best work this 
artist ever produced. Well worth a 
special survey are also an "Indoor 
scene in a cottage," by Cormon and 
"Fair Weather," by Albert Maignan, 
a bright and attractive sdene in a gar- 
den in summer. 

The committee of the Societe Na- 
tionale des Beaux Arts has just held a 
meeting which was somewhat stormy. 
The question was whether it was pos- 
sible to allow individual members of 
the committee to invite for exhibition 
artists not belonging to the society. It 
was declared that the committee as a 
body only had a right to do so, but not 
individual ' members. The question 
whether individual members of the so- 
ciety may be allowed to exhibit their 
works together in a special room was 
\ not settled. 

The Governor General of Algeria has 
instituted a prize competition to take 
place between French artists of less 
than 35 years of age and entitling the 
two most promising to a free sojourn of 
one year in Algeria. 

The Central Society for Ornamental 
Arts is arranging an exhibition of the 
"Arts on the Stage," to open on April 
1 next. Only original and really high 
class scenic decorations will be re- 
ceived, each artist being entitled to ex- 
hibit two models. 

The Demont sale last week was the 
only auction really interesting and at- 
tended by a large congregation of ama- 
teurs and dealers. It included chiefly 
ancient tapestries and some fine pieces 
of furniture. Among the former, the 
capital piece was a large eighteenth 
century work including three panels 
with a rich pastoral decoration on a 
white ground. Starting at $5,000, the 
bidding soon reached $12,400 at which 
orice the tapestry was knocked down to 
Mr. Romenf. Another large tapestry 
of the Renaissance period was secured 
bv Mr. Bernheimer for $2,050, while 
Mr. Chastel paid ■ $1,020 for six small 
panels of the same period. A very fine 



drawing room set including one sofa 
and eight easy chairs in old Anbusson 
was bought by Mr. Deniand for $4,000. 
The death is announced of Mr. Paul 
Roblin, the well known etching and 
print dealer and expert of the rue St. 
Lazare.' 

Messrs. Canessa are building new 
additions to their already extensive 
premises of the rue Lafayette. Mr. 
Canessa will soon leave for Egypt. 

The Society of Women Artists is 
holding," at Petit's, its sixteenth yearly 
exhibition. The catalogue includes 
193 numbers, among which are some 
remarkable portraits. An American 
artist, Miss Florence Este, has sent a 
good panel: "Autumn," and drawing 
cleverly treated : "Early Snow." 

The Societe des Artistes Francais 
has elected its board for 1908 : M.Nenot 
remains in the chair, and M. Jean-Paul 
Laurens becomes the head of the sec- 
tion for painting. 

Under the auspices of the sculptor 
Rodin, who is also a devoted engraver, 
an "International Society for Etching 
in Black" has just been established, the 
aim of which will be furthering the 
taste for good etchings and prints 
among the public. 

At Bernheim, Jr.'s is an exhibition 
of some hundred paintings of the Dutch 
painted Vincent Van Gogh. 

The American Art Association will 
open its yearly winter exhibition on 
February 10. Meanwhile some "au- 
dacious" works by members of the As- 
sociation 'will be exhibited next week. 
The board has decided on the publica- 
tion of a monthly paper to announce 
the doings of the Association. 

At the George Petit Gallery, an in- 
teresting exhibition, perhaps unprece- 
dented, is that of Giula Tornai's works. 
This artist, who was born in Hungary, 
has spent many years in China'^ and 
especially in Japan, the life of which 
countries he has closely studied. Many 
of his paintings are revelations of some 
unknown sides of the eastern life. His 
drawing is firm and his set of colors and 
ones an exceedingly rich one. 



LOST VAN DYCK FOUND. 



An Associated Press cable from Bru- 
ges, Belgium, says: According to the 
reports received here of the finding of 
Van Dyck's great masterpiece, "The 
Erection of the Cross," stolen from the 
Church of Notre Dame, a wagon be- 
longing to a band of gypsies was pass- 
ing through the village of Ardoye, 
when the horses, fell and the canvas 
was thrown out. A policeman who 
noticed this incident examined the pic- 
ture and recognized the missing Van 
Dyck. He will receive the reward of 
$4,000 offered for its recovery.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



In the artistic and beautifully ap- 
pointed upper galleries of the Cottier 
firm at No. 3 East Fortieth Street, there 
opened on Tuesday last, to remain for 
some weeks, an exhibition of thirty- 
four characteristic examples of Gari- 
Melchers. These include several pic- 
tures seen at last year's exhibitions in 
Pittsburg, New York and Philadelphia, 
and several borrowed from private col- 
lections. Well hung and spaced as they 
are in these galleries, and especially 
varied as they are in subject and treat- 
ment, the pictures give a better idea of 
the artist's strength and versatility than 
it has been possible to obtain hereto- 
fore. At Pittsburg and Philadelphia 
last year, while Mr. Melchers had an 
entire wall and a small room respective- 
ly given him, the works shown were 
with few exceptions his well-known 
Dutch interiors with figures or varia- 
tions, so that the general effect was 
monotonous. Mr. Fearon, of Cottier 
& Co., has so hung the pictures now 
shown with regard to subject, that 
the opposite effect is secured, and the 
ability and versatility of the painter 
are emphasized. 

Contrast, for example, the interior 
with figures, the "China Closet," so 
fine in characterization and delicate in 
detail, with the soft clear aired outdoor 
study, "Bryant Park in Winter," the 
sunlit breezy summer study, "Under 
the Trees," with the life-size standing 



Ten recent portraits by Wilhelm 
Funk, which have been on view for ten 
days past at the Knoedler Galleries, 
No. 355 Fifth Avenue, will be removed 
this afternoon, all too soon, to make 
way for a following exhibition. The 
strong and attractive display opened 
just too late last week for extended no- 
tice. It has drawn a throng of visitors 
and has been a deserved success, for the 
artist is now in the front rank of Amer- 
ican portrait painters. In this, his last, 
exhibition he shows in such portraits 
as those of Mrs. Dandridge Spotts- 
wood, Mrs. Thomas Beales Davis, Jr., 
which last was reproduced in the ART 
NEWS of January 18, and of Sir Cas- 
par Purdon Clarke, a virility of brush- 
work, a strength of modeling, render- 
ing of expression, and a technique that 
are surprising to anyone who has 
watched the painter's development the 
past eight years from a clever illustra-- 
tor to his present fulfillment. 

It is difficult to say which of the 
present portraits is the best, so vary- 
ingly do they appeal to varied tastes, 
but the writer would place first in bril- 
liancy of technique, and strength of 
presentment, the full-length of Mrs. 
Spottswood, a rarely handsome woman, 
and next that of Mrs. Davis. The last 
has a decorative quality, due to the 
becoming costume that is alluring. 
Faithful in likeness, and natural in 
pose, with strong modeling, are the por- 
traits of Mr. James McLean and Sir 
Caspar Purdon Clarke. Excellent, also, 
as a likeness, is the artist's portrait 
sketch of himself. 

The half-length of Mrs. Frank Gould 
is pleasing in color and expression, but 
lacks the strength of the other women's 
portraits, and the half-length of Miss 
Bigelow must wait to be finished for 
fair notice. 



Twenty-six sanguines or portraits in 
red chalk, with one large oil portrait, 
"Boy with Dog," by Albert Sterner, 
are now on view at the Bauer-Folsom 
Galleries. The artist, whose admirers 
sometimes call "The American Helleu," 
and whose illustrations in the maga- 
zines, -and especially for Mrs. Ward's 
"Lady Rose's Daughter" have made his 
work known to many thousands, has 
grace of line, delicacy of touch and re- 
finement of expression. Some few of 
the portrait sketches now shown sug- 
gest Helleu, but do not lack originality. 
Especially good are those of Mr. H. 
W. Goodrich. Dr. Roderick Terry, 
Mrs. Spencer Baldwin, Miss Redmond,' 
Miss Catharine Clark, Miss Marion 
Hoffman, a very decorative production, 
Shafter Howard and Miss Beatrix Dem- 
arest Lloyd. The large- oil is effective 
but gives^the impression of being too 
spread out, and as if it would be in> 
proved if reduced in proportion, in a 
smaller canvas. 



In an adjoining small gallery some 
attractive and well chosen examples of 
Allan Ramsay, Carle Van Loo, Sir 
William Beechey and Sir Francis Cotes, 
with a strong Italian primitive, etc., 
are shown. 



Further study of the pictures of the 
"New England Winter," by Henry R. 
Poore, now on exhibition at the Noe 
Galleries, No. 477 Fifth Avenue, oppo- 
site the Public Library, only enhances 
their charm and attractiveness. The 
artist is especially happy in the depic- 
tion of those still luminous frosty 
days that come in late January or early 
February, which, even with Nature 
dead, have a promise of life and hope. 
Poetic and tender, indeed, are such 
canvases as those entitled "Open Win- 
ter," "Under the Sun," "New England 
Winter," "Reveries of Winter" and 
"Fallow Ground." Mr. Poore is a po- 
etic tonalist. He has followed closely 
and with loving appreciation the chang- 
ing phases of the supposed sunless 
months, and has proven that even in 
black New England there are days of 
rare charm, light and color.

In the death at his home at Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., on Friday Jan. 24 of 
William S. Budworth Sr., aged 71, a 
figure well known for many years to 
the artists and art lovers of New York 
passed. 

For nearly forty years Mr. Budworth 
had handled most of the pictures and 
art objects for exhibitions sent out 
from New York to the country and had 
managed the transference of art works 
in the Metropolis. 

Older men will remember him also as 
one of the members of the famous orig- 
inal ministrel company with Dan Bry- 
ant, George Christy and others. He 
was also the founder of Budworth's 
Minstrels, which opened at the old 
Madison Square Theatre in 1861. He 
entered commercial life in 188 1, and 
started in a small way the business 
which has since grown to such large 
proportions. In 1881 he took as his 
partner his son William, who is an 
artist as well as a business man, and 
who will continue the firm. 

Mr. Budworth was a typical self- 
made American, a man of sterling 
worth and character, and his loss will 
be felt and deeply deplored by all who 
knew him because of his genial dis- 
position, honesty of character, and his 
heart that had always "charity for all 
and malice towards none."
